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The solemn biessing of the new 
recreational building took place Nov- 
ember 1, preceding the formal open- 
ing of the auditorium which occurred 
November 22, 23, and 25, when “Iowa 
Twenty-Nine”, a pageant of the early 
Iowa history in six episodes was pre- 
sented by the students of the college. 

At three o’clock on November 1, 
a procession formed in the chape] of 
the Sacred Heart and proceeded to 
the recreation building in the follow- 
ing order: college band, seniors, jun- 
iors, sophomores and freshmen of 
the college, Sisters of Charity of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary, and the rever- 
end clergy among whom were Rt. 
Rey. Michael Barry with Rey. Dor- 
rance Foley as his chaplain, Rev. 
Leopold, 0. F. M., and Rey. Edward 
A. Fitzgerald. 

While the recreation building was 
being blessed the student Choral 
Club accompanied by the _ college 
band sang the “Magnificat” and 
“Holy God, We Praise Thy Name”, 
after which all] returned to the chap- 
el where Benediction of the Blessed 
Sacrament was given. Father Lco- 
pold, 0. F. M.. who spoke on this oc- 
casion, pointed out the advantages of 
reercation and congratulated thc fac: 
ulty and students of Clarke college 
on the beautiful new recreation 
building. 

The new auditorium was formally 
opened to the patrons and friends of 
the college by the presentation of 
“Iowa Twenty-Nine,” an historical 
pageant in six episodes. The cast 
included the entire student body. 

Episode one. taking place on the 
banks of the Mississippi near Mar- 
quette. Iowa, featured the coming of 
Marquette to Jowa. Dances and 
songs marked a fall festival in honor 
of Towa in the camp of the Illinois 
Indians, conquerors of the Iowa 
tribe. At the coming of Marquette,

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“\Jaster, lead on and I will follow 
Thee to the last gasp. in faith and 
loyalty,” epitomized the prayer in 
the hearts of the students of Clarke 
College, on the feast of the Immacu- 
late Conception of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary. when the annual retreat given 
December i to § by Reverend Al- 
phonse M. Schwitalla, S. J., Dean of 
the medical school of St. Louis Uni- 
yersity, closed. 

A specia] program, consisting of 
four meditations daily and one con- 
ference was followed by Father 
Schwitalla. Two days of the retreat 
were devoted to the consideration ol 
the serious facts of life, of God s law, 
and the sanction of that law. The 
meditations on the third day cen- 
tered in the life of Christ, the ex- 
ewplar for every Christian. ‘Look 
into your heart today, in it iloes 
Christ reign or is it invaded by 
seli? A personal love of Christ, 
friendly intimate relations with 
Christ, in prayer and work, and zeal 
for the development of His Kingdom 
make for real happivess in life,” said 
Father Schwitalla. 

The necessity of Catholic educa- 
tion was stressed by the retreat mas- 
ter, who showed that knowledge is 
not synonomous with character, that 
God is the important factor in en- 
yironment. therefore that He should 
be an important factor in education. 
Self control should grow simultan- 
‘ eously as the intellect develops. 
Knowledge alone does not effect self 
control, but the Christian virtue of 
self denial, made possible by fre- 
quent attendance at Holy Mass, re- 
ception of the Sacraments, and pray- 
er js the basis of real education. 


Whal virtues does a woman of cul- 
{ure possess? “A real lady,” said 
Father Schwitalla. “is one who gives 
every one his due not for what he 
has but for what he is.” By the story 
of the Incarnation the virtue of hum- 
lity was illustrated, a virtue which 
a woman of culture possesses, Relat- 
ing the eyents pertaining to the birth 
of Christ. Father Schwitalla pointed 
out the beauty of simplicity and cor- 
rect evaluation of wealth. 


Charity is the queen of all virtues, 
permeating the whole character of a 
woman of culture. Toward equals 
charity is manifested by gracious- 
ness and sincerity, toward superiors 
by respect and obedience, toward 
parents by consideration and filial 
gratitude.

The Christ Child Society, an or- 
ganization sponsored by the Sodality 
of the Blessed Virgin Mary, assisted 
in the care of needy children of Du- 
buque, including the babies of St. 
Therese’s Hiome. Donations sent by 
former Clarke girls to the Christ 
Child Society, toys, stockings filled 
with candy and popcorn, and child- 
ren’s clothing were distributed under 
the direction of Mr. James Ryan, an 
active member of the St. Vincent De 
Paul Society. 

The second distinct missionary 
guild at the College provided cloth- 
ing, toys and candy for the Indian 
children in South Dakota, and the 
Negro children in Georgia. 

Amid the luxuriant comforts of 
present day surroundings, the 
thoughts of college students are not 
prone to wander to distant places to 
think of the unfortunate individuals 
who are struggling for a meager 
existence, who ask of life only the 
ahsolute necessities of food, warmth 
and clothing. People of this class 
ire numerous. Several priests work- 
ing uwmong the illiterate peoples of 
the Indian ang Negro missions rely- 
ing on the American youth for assis- 
tanee in spreading Christmas cheer 
to these people made strong appeals 
to the students of Clarke college. 

As in former years the response 
to this plea for help was whole- 
hearted as may be judged from the 
following exeerpts of letters which 
were received in acknowledgement 
of the boxes sent from Clarke Col-

An eighteenth century comedy of 
manners, “The Rivals” by Richard 
Brinsley Sheridan has been chosen 
for the next dramatic production to 
be given in the new Clarke College 
auditorium. The five act play will 
be given for the public in February. 

The action in “The Rivals” turns 
upon humorous deception, into the 
secret of which the audience is ad- 
mitted from the outset. In this man- 
ner one is allowed the pleasure of 
witnessing the characters making 
themselves ridiculous and sympa- 
thizing with the hero when he treads 
on thin ice. The expedient of clever 
servants is utilized to add to the 
humor of the whole, 

There will be ample opportunity 
given the Clarke College players to 
do sharp differentiation in character 
work while depicting “Acres in his 
foppishness, Mrs. Malaprop in her 
misuse of big words, and her refrain 
‘don’t become a young woman’; Sir 
Anthony Absolute, in his irascibility; 
Lydia Languish, in her ultra-roman- 
tic temperament; Sir Lucius O'’Trig- 
ger, in his self-assurence—and his 
love of quarrels; and Faulkland, in 
his absurd jealousy and alternating 
moods.” 

The play was first presented to the 
public at Covent Garden Theatre on 
January 17, 1775. For more than a 
century and a half it has kept its 
place in our theatrical repertory, al- 
ways effective. Its sudden surprises, 
clever groupings of persons, strong 
contrasts of character, keen thrusts 
of satire, and rapid fireworks of wit 
make it in action well-nigh irre- 
sistible. 

Rehearsals for the comedy have 
already begun. Miss Avis Clausen, 
one of the instructors in dramatic 
art is directing the production. Miss 
Dulah Pulskamp will direct staging, 
lighting, make-up and costuming.
